Kennedy to Sooke baa elicited from the 
miaers, as might naturally havo been ox- 
peatad, Ibo warmeat demonatrotioDS of re- 
•pcct;' bat it baa also elicitod what is per- 
' Itkpi more pracircal, • Dumber of augf^ostiona 
Ob the regulations of (he mines. At an im> 
provised meeting we oaunot, oi coarse, ex- 
pect the most pcriect deliberations, and tbe 
tuggestioos wbiob we published in our edi- 
tion of yesterday as having been presented 
bytbo S!ooke miaers to Ilis Excellonoy, show 
the tunftt imperfeolioDs that arise- from burry 
and undue despatch. On the whole, however, 
they contain some valuable hints. 1'bey 
poiDt, in tbe first place, to the present injudi- 
cious syatem of reoordini; claims, and sugf^est 
a remedy which, wo think, fully meets tbeovil. 
The second complaiut is, that the live dollars, 
which ia charged for a six moatbs' lioense ia too 
high a aam, aad tbe aaggestion is made that 
the lirue over which such license ruus, should 
be extended to one year. We cannot cor- 
taiuly agree with this recommendation. The 
Tight to mina for six months is, avc think, all 
oireamatanoes oontidered, obeaply purchased 
affiva ddllarV , We opposed the idea of 
i^ompelling miners to take out licenses at a 
time when the payiog^nature of Leech or 
Sooke river — or Island gold mining (lenerAll)' 
—was a matter purely speculative ; because, 
di,we reasoned, men might be called to con- 
triBota to Qovernment for the privilege of 
gold mlaiog whtre there w:as no gold. There 
' was alio a hafdebip in meeting the almost 
penniless digger with tho demand for five 
dollars and llio recording fee. Now, however, 
that bypothesii has given way to reliable 
faots, and that Leech river iu proved to ho a 
paying gold mine, we cannot see much in- 
juttica io aakibg from the digging population 
five dollars' for ' a half year's license. The 
expenses of the miner at Sooke are 
lees than tboje of any person fdlowing 
a similar vocation in any otlior gold country. 
In Auatralia and California tho individual 
outlay is at least fifty per.ceut. more, while 
the OoTemmeBt demands are even in a 
greater ratio more cmerous. In the former 
country the miner is obliged to pay a heavy 
export duty on the gold bes'des, five dollars 
a year for a " miner's right." liven in Brit- 
ish Oolumbia, where tho fivo dollars pureha- 
fes the privileges of a year's mining, tho 
popnlation cannot exercise tbe right over si:r 
months, on account of the climate, and the 
cost of living is just about six limes as great 
as that at Sooko, We ibercforu do not see 
that the miners of Leech • River have any 
reaauuabls grounds to grumble at the price 
•f tbe present liosnie. 

The .third suggesiion, the appointment of a 
snrvbyor to stake off the centre of tbe Creek, 
is a necessity arising from the absurdity in 
the first place of so dividing the elream. 
Tbe fourth resolutiou, that a tulnnr should 
be able to take out his license without p.iying 
a reoording fee, is too palpable in its propri- 
ety ta^gbead comment. That any other system 
should have existed far a day, ne can only 
attribute to a blunder in the construction 
of the regulations. The fifth and si\lli reso- 
lutions, allowing a certain lime tu record a 
claim in proportion to its disuiuce from the 
CommiasioDer's residence, and awarding a 
double claim to the discoverer of a new 
creek or lead, are unexceptionable. The 
seventh suggestion, that henceforward In 
creeks or rivers which do not exceed one 
hundred feet in width, no division shonld be 
made in tho centre, is evidently a necessity 
in all mining regulations for the future. When 
this iujorions clause first made its a ppear- 
anoe, we pointed out the dissatiafaotion it 
was certain to produce, and the rcsalt boa 
proved the correutnesa of our remarks. 

Tbe eighth resolution, that any person 
shall ba entitled to repre3ent a ol:tuii, al- 
though not holding a mining liceuse, mi;;ht 
be ipplioabla at tbe commencement of some 
expensive descriptions of work, suob as 
quartz mining; but as a general thieg it 
would prove miacliiovous, and deprive tha 
Qoveroment of much of its legitimate 
revenue. The great, object to bo hold iu view 
in the enaotmeut of laws for our gold mines, is 
to make tbe anriferona traotsof couolt'y avail- 
able for tbe greatest nnmber of pcuplo. Any- 
thing approaching a monopoly or icinliiig to 
favor the man of capital more tlinn the prac- 
tical miner aboald be most carel'tilly avoided. 
So long as a mining license exists, every por- 
ion who puts a spado in the ground bIiuiiKI he 
obliged to pay in an equal rutiu ; if we allow 
• hired man to work on a claim wiihont pny- 
iog a license, we are clearly drawing in 
vidlons distinctions as well aa depriving the 
country of revenue. There are oilier tng- 
gestiona in the series of rcsoliitiona prosenlod 
to the Uovernor, upon which our space will 
not allow as to comment, bat we oanoot con- 
olada. witboat hoping that, whatever laws or 
regalations may bo ultimately framed, the 
doers to idle speculation or monopoly will be 
jealously closed. Sn far, the extent of our 
minlbg'opierationB is by no means larrro, mid 
it therefore beoomes doubly iiucossary that 
we should guard against anything that would 
ttnd, by giving undue encouragement to 
capitalists, Io conlr.ict this .Tiroady limited 
field.

I. Tim country lying between the settled 
distriol and tho sotti is wocilcd, and if there 
nro prairies, they nre of very limited extent. 
Tlio wojds, however, are very open, with nu- 
merous clear spots, and wonld over the 
whole extent, form good cattle runs, anil in 
many plnco.'i could be cloatt'd with the ut- 
most ease. As 1 formerly hinlml, it ia pro. 
b.iblo that prairica extend for a oonsiilerable 
diritanco in a westerly or north-westerly di- 
rection, but are shut in by deep bolts of 
woodland. Indeed it is known that there is 
a prairie onii.ible of affording farms to ten or 
twelve settlers, about five miles in a wester- 
ly direction. 

II. It must however bo noted that prairies 
or open lands, in general, as fur as Vancouver 
Island goes, follow the coarse ol rivers. — 
Tliocgh the woods in most eases grow thick- 
er, and tho timber " scrubbier" as you ap- 
proach tho coast, yat in Bocie instances you 
lind beautiful ' flats Btratoblog along the 
shore, and datted wiib olumps of Ireea, and 
ioicrsecied by "slues" of the sea, so as to be 
partially overflowed during high tides, but as 
uflen elevated flats or dawns, or what aro 
known in the norlii of Scotland as "sinks.'' I 
may especially nolo the beautiful tract ex- 
tending from the Rio de Grail, as more or 
less to past Qualicom river, end capable of 
affording magnificent pasturage for thousands 
of cattle. These maudowH, in almost every 
instance, aro well watered by creeks flowing 
through them on their way to the seo. The 
very worst of them aro as good as the famed 
Essex flats on tho Thames. When men are 
crying out fur pasture land, ond hay at ruin- 
ous prices, it cannot but be a matter of sur- 
prise that lliono splendid Htrelchcs covered 
with rich Daslnre grasses have not been pre- 
empted, when- they must have been fre- 
quently observed. 

III. Tba country bslwoon tho main river, 
(Courtenay, I'untledge, or Ooy-raakg»tara) 
and the Tsa'-lnm Kivar, (which can scarcely 
be called a river), for tba most part is simi- 
lar to the tract botwcan the Tsa-lura and 
the sea, covered in many places along the 
banks of creeks or marshy places with al- 
most impenetrable thickets of otab appla, 
(I'yras,) and aalmon berries, (Rnbos Natka- 
Dus), Tba woods spruco, (A. .Mcnziesii), 
Douglas pine, f A, Douglasii), silver pine, 
( Pioea Grandea Doiig.)— a very poor pine for 
lumber, very fair for log houses— hemlock, 
(Abies Bridgei Kell), very little cedar, 
(Thuja Uraigiana, or gigaatea), a loss to tho 
settlors, as wood for shingles ia difficult to bo j 
had. Maple, ( Acormo cropyllum), iko., with i 
an undergrowth of huckleberry, (Vasoinum) 
and other smaller shrubs.

The Courtenay river takes a courso ascend ■ 
ing about S6\V and is said to rise out of a 
great lake which you reach in "ono sun."
